IN  presenting  the  124th  Annual  Report  and  Statement  of 
Accounts  of  tlie  Bristol  Royal  School  for  the  Blind,  the  Com- 
mittee desire  to  express  grateful  thanlts  to  all  subscribers, 
donors,  and  friends  for  their  generous  support  during  a difficult 
period  in  the  history  of  the  Iitstitut}on. 

COMMITTEE.  The  Committee  is  the  same  as  last  year.  Mr.  A. 

Hamilton  Jenkin  has  joined  the  House  Committee, 
and  has  given  much  time  to  the  interests  of  the  School. 

During  the  whole  year  the  numbers  have  been  high. 
THE  SCHOOL  At  the  present  time  there  are  120  residential  pupils 

HUMBERS.  on  the  roll.  Of  this  number,  81  are  under  16  years 

of  age;  and  39,  who  are  over  that  age,  are  being 
trained  in  the  Technical  Department,  and  are  attending  the  Even- 
ing Classes.

The  Music  and  Singing  at  the  School  have  pro- 
MUSIC  and  grossed  in  a very  gratifying  manner  during  the  year. 
SINCINC.  Ten  students  were  successful  in  the  Pianoforte 
Examinations  of  the  Incorporated  Society  of 
Musicians,  and  three  gained  Certificates  in  Organ  Playing  and  two 
in  Piano  Playing  at  the  Examination  of  Trinity  College,  London. 


The  Scouts  attached  to  the  School, ^and  known  as 
BOY  SCOUTS.  the  65th  Bristol  Boy  Scouts,  have  had  a successful 
year.  The  Committee  have  provided  the  uniforms 
for  the  troop.  The  Rev.  Percy  Brent.  M.A.,  Chaplain  and  Hon. 
Scoutmaster,  presented  a fully  equipped  trek  cart  to  the  Scouts,  as 
a mark  of  his  appreci.ition  of  what  the  lads  are  doing. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  improve  the  physique 
PHYSICAL  of  the  children,  and  to  encourage  them  to  over- 
TRAININC  and  come  those  deep-rooted  mannerisms  which  are 
RECREATION.  often  SO  detrimental  to  the  blind  in  after  life.  The 
introduction  of  simple  dancing  and  organised 
games  is  already  bearing  fmit. 
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Evening  Classes  for  the  senior  pupils  are  held 
EVENING  regularlv  in  the  following  subjects  ; — Singing  and 
CONTINUATION  Musical  Appreciation,  Drill  and  Gymnastics,  Type- 
CLASSES.  writing  and  Braille  Shorthand,  Woodwork,  Read- 
ing. Writing,  Arithmetic  and  English  ; so  that  those 
who  have  left  the  Day  School  may  have  an  opportunity  of  continuing 
their  education. 


Much  attention  is  devoted  to  the  Manual  Occupa- 
MANUAL  tions  of  the  children  and  apprentices,  as  by  far 

TRAINING.  the  greater  proportion  will  depend  upon  .some 

industrial  pursuit  for  a livelihood.  In  the  Girls’ 
Department  new  stocking-knitting  machines  have  been  suppliefl 
during  the  vear,  and  all  the  stockings  and  socks  for  the  Institution 
have  been  made  by  the  girls. 


On  the  whole  the  health  of  the  children  during  the 
GENERAL  year  has  been  satisfactory,  and  we  owe  a debt  of 

HEALTH.  gratitude  to  our  Medical  Officer  for  his  care,  and 

to  the  Matron  for  the  efficiency  with  which  she 
carries  out  his  recommendations. 

In  common  with  other  Institutions  of  a similar 
FINANCE.  kinil,  finance  during  the  past  year  has  been  a diffi- 
cult question,  and  the  Accounts  presented  with  this 
Report  show  veiw  large  increases  in  expenditure,  even  with  rigid 
economy  and  expenditure  only  on  the  bare  e.ssentials  of  mainten- 
ance. The  cost  of  food,  clothing,  raw  materials  for  work,  fuel,  .and 
nearly  all  the  essentials  show  considerable  increases,  and  it  is  a 
matter  for  thankfulness  that  our  income  has  increaserl  to  nearly 
the  same  extent.  This  applies  to  practically  every  department  of 
the  Institution,  and  it  allows  the  Committee  to  carry  on  their  work 
with  efficiency.  Legacies  have  not  contributed  as  much  as  usual 
to  the  funds,  but  on  the  average  of  the  last  ten  years  they  h.ave 
formed  a verv  important  and  welcome  source  of  income.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  conversion  of  Exchequer  Bon.ls  purchaseil  hast  year,  the 
Treasurer  has  been  able  to  invest  ijSOO  in  the  new  War  Lo.an  since 
the  end  of  1916. 
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•]’his  work  has  Ijcen  eariieil  on  without  intermission 
home  teaching,  by  the  three  Home  Visitors  ami  Teachers.  The 
lending  of  books  in  raised  types  is  much  appre- 
ciated. The  condition  of  many  of  the  outside  blind  leaves  much 
to  be  desired,  but  the  increased  rate  of  Old  Age  Pension  to  the 
elderly  blind  has  been  of  great  help.  The  formati.m  of  the  National 
Free  Library  for  the  Blind,  assisted  by  funds  given  by  Mr.  A. 
Carnegie,  will,  it  is  hotied,  be  of  considerable  advantage  to  the 
blind,°espedally  in  country  and  isolated  districts. 


In  conjunction  with  the  Lord  Roberts  Memorial 
WORKSHOPS  for  Workshops,  and  the  local  War  Pensions  Commit- 
DISABLED  tee,  the  offer  to  provide  tuitirin  and  employment  to 
SOLDIERS  and  disabled  men  has  been  taken  advantage  of  by 

SAILORS.  several  men.  Machinery  has  been  purchased  for 

the  making  of  brush  backs,  aixl  the  finishing  off  of 
brushes.  This  work  is  much  in  demand  at  present,  and  our  brush 
department  was  at  a standstill,  so  far  as  the  women  were  concerned, 
for  the  want  of  such  bored  backs.  The  men  have  been  under 
tuition  and  employment  for  various  periods,  and  some  have  left 
for  other  ordinary  employment,  having  benefited  by  their  experience 
here.  The  Committee  have  also  been  able  to  lend  the  Committee 
Room  on  two  or  three  mornings  of  each  week  for  the  use  of  a 
branch  of  the  W'ar  Pensions  Committee  responsible  for  the  welfare 
of  the  families  and  dependants  of  the  soldiers  and  sailors  on  active 
service. 


'I'he  Committee  are  glad  to  report  that  there  has 
WORKSHOPS.  been  a good  demand  for  nearly  all  the  work  turned 
out  during  the  past  year,  much  of  the  work  being 
of  real  national  importance.  The  Sales  have  readied  a total  far 
higher  than  any  other  record,  and  this  is  due  to  increased  produc- 
tion and  increased  prices.  The  wages  ^nd  other  income  of  the 
blind  workers  have  shown  large  increases  during  the  past  five  years, 
and  this  is  a matter  for  thankfulness  at  a time  when  tlie  cost  of  living 
has  so  much  increased,  esjiecially  amongst  the  [loorest.  The  grants 
from  the  Bristol  Boanl  of  Guardians,  ami  from  other  Boards  of 
Guardians,  have  been  most  helpful,  and  the  income  from  the 
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Blind  Workers’  Help  Endowment  and  Subscription  Funds  has  been 
of  great  assistance. 

These  treats  have  been  given,  as  usual,  to  the  blind 
ANNUAL  TEAS  in  the  Workshops,  and  to  the  outside  blind  under 
and  ENTER-  the  care  of  the  Hf>me  Teaching  Committee,  and 
TAINMENTS.  have  afforded  much  enjoyment.  The  funds  for 
these  have  been  provided  by  special  contributions, 
which  have  been  liberally  and  readily  subscribed. 

In  conclusion,  the  Conmiittee  express  the  hope  that  the  Divine 
blessing  may  continue  to  rest  upon  their  efforts.
